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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . Claims 1-1 8 are pending. Pursuant to Applicant's Amendment received February 1 1, 
2004 the drawing objections are withdrawn and the Amendments to the specification have been 
entered. The declaration has been received. The previous Office Action rejection is suspended 
pursuant to the following request. 



2. Applicant and the assignee of this application are required under 37 CFR 1 . 105 to provide 
the following information that the examiner has determined is reasonably necessary to the 
examination of this application. 

This information is required to complete the record so that an analysis can be made under 
35 U.S.C. 102 and 103 may be ascertained. Thus, the following information is requested:
